1 LOUD EXPLOSION 1S HEAR 


Blazing Meteor Falls and a Large 
Building Is Shivered and Stock 
of Goods Ruined—Thou- 
sands of People Visit 
the Scene. 


Coffeeville, Miss., July 12.—(Special.)-- 
An aerolite, or meteoric stone, fell out 
of the heavens last night at Bellefontain, 
thiry miles from this place, and com- 
Pletely ‘wrecked the large storehouse of 
Hodge & Mabrey, and destroyed the stock 
of goods contained in it. 

The fall of the aerclite at Bellefontain 
occurred between 9 and 10 o’clock during 
& perfectly clear moonlight night. The de- 
struction of the building was preceded 
by the appearance of a large ball of. fire 
Passing swiftly through the air. It gave 
off during its passage enough Nght to 
greatly increase the Nght from the moon 
and attracted the attention of a party 
of gentlemen who were standing near the 
Storehouse of Hodge & Mabrey. It blazed 
forth with the intensity of a huge flame 
As it neared the earth a loud explosion 
Was heard, and a shower of fire burst 
forth from all sides of the blazing mass, 
having the appearance of hundreds of 
falling stars darting here and there like 


shooting Spears of fla:ne, 

© Storehouse vas wrecked simul- 
taneously with the explosion. The explo- 
Bion of the aerolite caused a report like 
the sound of distant thunder or the roll 
of far-away cannon and made an earth- 
Quake shock. When the fire-ball struck 
the building tt burst into countless fine 
fragments, each one bringing destruction 
Wth it. 

The wrecked storehouse has been visit- 
ed by thousands of curious people. The 
debris is being cleared away in search of 
the aerolite. It has not been found. 
Some of the searchers say that its ve- 
locity buried it in the ground. Others 
Claim that the stone 'was shattercd into 
méteoric dust when the explosion oc- 
curred. Many cinders of gray, gritty, 
jelted appearance have been found itn the 
Wreckage. The explosive force wrecked

McKINLEY IS NOTIFIED OF 
NOMINATION AND SPEAKS 


Canton, O., July 12.—Under an azure | 


sky, the sunlight glinting through the 
trees and with the banner of the republic 
draped above him, William McKinley was 
today officially notified of his second nom. 
ination by the republican party for the 
highest office in the civilized world. 
Grouped about him were leading men of 
his party, while surrounding his Canton 
heme were the friends among whom he 
has lived for more than thirty years, to- 
gether with vast crowds from the sur- 
rounding towns of his native state. To 
the eloquent words. of Senator Lodge, the 
president responded in a ringing speech. 
There was enthusiasm enough and to 
spare and to many of the pointed utter- 
ances of both Senator Lodge and the 
president there was hearty and cordial 
approval shown. sent 

Important features of the speech of no- 
tification by Senator Lodge and the re- 
sponse by- President McKinley..were the 
references to the Chinese situation, This 
caused a great deal of discussion during 
the conferences following the formal 
speech making, and the impression cre. 
ated was that these utterances were a no- 
tPfication to the world. that the Unitea 
States intended to preserve all its rights 
in China. The impressive portions of the 
president’s speech gathered from the ap- 
plause, both from the audience and the 
republican leaders, were his references to 
the maintenance of the gold standard and 
the financial public faith, and the preser- 
vation of a protective tariff, the enlArge- 
ment of our market and the specially 
catchy phrase, “prosperity at home ana 
prestige abroad."”

Washineton, July 12.—The Japanese le- 
gation has received a dispatch from To- 
kio giving briefly the details of the as- 
sassination of Baron von Ketteler at Pekin 
and the fighting arouid Tien Tsin. The 
dispatch was sent from Tokio July ist, 
but was in some way subject to great 
delay around the Siberian route. It states 
that the German minister was killed by 
a shot and that it is not known whether 
the mob element or the soldiers ame re- 
sponsible for the shooting. 2 

Concerning today’s reports from Yoko- 
hama that the government is being asked 
to send 60,000 troops to China, Mr. Nabe- 
shima, the Japanese charge, says there 
ts no present evidence that the govern- 
ment has the slightest purpose of sending 
more than one army corps, or 22,000 men, to 
China, ° 

It is the understanding of the Japanese 
officials here that the Fifth army corps 
is now being put aboard transports at one 
of the great naval stations near Hiroshi- 
ma.

THE TORTURE OF CHRISTIANS. 


What Roman Catholic Converts Suf- 
fer in Northern China. 

From The New York Tribune. 
Baltimore, July 10.—(Special.)—The Rev. 
Dr. Magnien, president of St. Mary’s sem- 
inary, of this city, and director general 
of the Association for the Propagation of 
the Faith in the United States, has receiv- 
ed from Monrsignor Favier, in charge of 
the Roman Catholic missions in northern 
China, lett=rs relating the terrible persce- 
cution and torture of Catholic converts 
by the Chinese. 

According to these advices, Father Ta- 
met, in the district of Kieng-Tschang, 
was compelled to see eleven of his Chris- 
tians imprisoned under false pretexts, and 
tortured in the most horrible manner. For 
a month the mandarin wreaked his hatred 
against missionaries on these victims, to 
force them into a confession of being in- 
cendiaries he scourged and tortured them, 
and suspended them by the thumbs and 
hair. A Franciscan missionary writes 
from Shantung: 

“Three hundred and fifty stations hev* 
been destroyed. The death of the catechist 
Nan-Kuensie, of the village of Mantchou- 
en, was edifying.

Washington, July 12—The good impression made by the edict of the Chinese government given out by Minister 
Wu yesterday threatens to be offset to some extent today by the reports from London stating that Prince Tuan 
was the real author of this edict and that some of its most forcible anti-foreign language was omitted from the 
But at the Chinese legation these intimations from London are dismissed as 
The dispatch was received here in Chinese—that is, in the numerals by which the Chinese government transmits 
its official code messages. This, in itself, it is said, indicates that it came with the sanction of those in imperial 
authority, as the official code is not known outside of this limited circle. 

Two translations will be required, first from the numerals to the Chinese, the second from the Chinese to the 
English. These translations were made by the members of the legation staff here, so that the ultimate text as made 
public contained the phraseology dispatched by the officials in this city. In making their translation they say they 
adhered literally to the telegraphic edict, so that the published text contains everything embraced 
When the emperor, Kwang Hsu, issues an edict he does not sign his name, but his acts are authenticated by a seal 
which in this case could not be cabled, so that the docugment was authenticated as coming from the privy council, 
the highest body of dignitaries in China and the one most closely associated with the imperia: household. Following 
an invariable custom in time of disorder, the war office at Pekin was entrusted with furnishing the runners to 
carry the messagé to the imperial treasurer of Chi Fi, who in turn got it to Shanghai. 
sent direct to the various ministers the worid over, coming to Washington direct instead of by the usual route of 
London. Under the foregoing circumstances the Chinese officials regard it as 
doubt thaf the edict is a bona fide expression from the imperial government of China, and moreover that it is 
complete as given out here, without the anti-foreign addenda sought to be put into it in other quarters.

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LONDON IS GIVEN A SURPRISE. 


Intelligence of Boers’ Hard Fighting 
Not Expected. 

London, Jviy 12.—Lord Roberts’s dis- 
patch reporting still another unfortunate 
oecurrence throws a serious light upon 
the state of affairs in South Africa. There 
has heen some comment recently regard- 
ing the virtual ubsence of progress by the 
army upder command of j.ocrd Roterts, 
but few could nave been found to believe 
thut the scattered Loers were able to 
inflict such a defeit so near Pretoria. 

Instead of the surrender of all of tMe re- 
ma'ning Boers being imminent, as recent 
telegrams had hinted it, seems that they 
have bzen making a concerted attempt 
te surround or recipture Pretoria with so 
muvh success in the region which wus 
supposed to be pacified in which no at- 
tack was expected, they succeeded in in- 
flicting a serious defeat andi capturing 
two guns and some two hundred men. 
It is evident that General Botha has a 
considerable force, seeing that he is able 
to press Lord Roberts’s lines at a halt 
dozen points around Pretoria, from the 
springs to the southeast of the city, 
northward to Middleburg and Durdepoort 
and thence southward to Nitral’s nek 
and Krugersdorp. 

Lord Roberts, omits to give the name 
of the commander concerned, giving rise 
fo the belief that worse remains to: be 
told. Even if the mishap be not more 
grave than his information at present 
implies it proves that the situation is 
still serious and that there Is no possibDil- 
ity of any troops being spared from South 
Africa for China, but on the contrary it 
will still take a lopg time to clear the 
country of the Boers. 

News has reached London that Lora 
Roberts has been suffering from a serious 
bowel complaint and that Lady Roberts 
was hurricdly summoned from Bloom- 
fontein. Lord Roberts, though now bet- 
ter, is still weak.

He said thar 
he had complete confidence in Mr. Fletch- 
er and had no idea that he was taking 
the slightest risk. <A friend came up af- 
ter the sale and congratulated him upon 
making the purchase, and Mr, Harvey re 
plied that he was not buying it for him- 
self, but bidding it in for Mr. Fletcher, 
and Mr. Fletcher, who was standing near, 
corroborated the remark. That afternoon, 
he testified, Mr, Fletcher, in a talk over 
the telephone with him, said that he was 
mighty sick over the sale; that he had 
thought he could raise the money to take 
the place, but found that he could not.

WANT A REVISED CHARTER. 


Old One of the Young Men’s Library 
Expires. 


WILL REMAIN ORGANIZED 


Prepared To Receive Carnegie Li- 
brary if City Fails To Pay 
$5,000 a Year. 


In order to perpetuate the organization, 
the officers and directors of the old Young 
Men’s Library Association of Atlanta, 
have petitioned the superior court for a 
new charter. The old charter, which was 
granted twenty years ago, expired last 
Saturday and the  applicatzon made is 
that this ahall be revived with certain 
amendments, made necessary by the 
changed condition of affairs. 

Those signing the application as officers 
‘@nd directors are Eugene M. Mitchell, as 
president; A, A. Meyer, as vice president; 
F. M. Scott, as secrtary; W. J. Davis, 
as treasurer; J. R. Nutting, F. J. Pax- 
on, W. M. Slaton, Walter M. Kelley, T. 
H. Martin, Frank Weldon, R. L. Palmer, 
R. C. Alston, Gordon F. Mitchell, C. L. 
Fettigrew, W. F, Crusselle and W. G. 
Cooper. ; 

The present Carnegie Free Library has 
taken fhe place\of the old Young Men’s 
library. The old association was incor- 
- porated and received a charter July 7, 1880. 
On April 12th, of last year, the members 
passed resolutions to the effect that when 
the charter expired it should be renewed 
with such amendments as were rendered 
necessary by changed conditions of the as- 
sccfation, On December 19, 1899, the board 
of. directors agreed that the president and 
secretary should apply for the new ohar- 
ter, 

In April, more than a year ago, the 
property of the old Young Men’s Library 
Association was conveyed to the city of 
Atlanta for free public circulating li- 
brary purposes forever on condition that 
the city should annually pay for its main- 
tenance at least $5,000. According to th:s 
agreement the city for six years should 
allow the old association the privilege of 
naming one-half the board of trustees of 
the Carnegie Frees Library. Should the 
city fail at any time to pay the $5,000 to 
ke2p up the library, the entire property 
Was to revert to.the Young Men's Li- 
brary Association of Atlanta. 

In ths petttion to the court it is set 
forth that the association no longer main- 
tains a library but preserves its organi- 
zation for the purpose of nominating the 
trustees to which it is entitled, and also 
for the purpose of receiving the property 
conveyed to the city if the city should 
at eny time fail to carry out the agrec- 
ment. The members are still required to 
pay their dues.

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AMERICANS HAVE WORST OF IT 


Athletes in Paris Find Many Obsta- 
cles in Their Way. 

Parts, July 12—The thirty-five Amert- 
can athletes who will compete on Satur- 
day for the amateur championships of 
the world finished training this after- 
noon and will rest tomorrow. 

The hurdlers find difficulty in gauging 
the hurdles, which are six inches higher 
than in America, and because of the 
change from a cinder to a, turf take-off. 
The pole vaulters are troubled by the 
fact that the Frenchmen, instead of rest- 
ing their poles, which have an iron spike 
at the end, in the dirt, rest them on a 
raised wooden platform; and as_ the 
Americans are unaccustomed to this 
method, they are compelled to rest their 
vaulting: sticks upon the ground, which 
gives them a handicap of six inches, as 
the wooden platform is that much higher. 
The broad jump take-off has an incline, 
which is disconcerting to the Americans. 
On Saturday the 110 meters hurdle race, 
the 100 meters, the 400 meters, 300 meters 
and 1,500 meters flat races, the 400 meters 
hurdle race, the high jump, the broad 
jump, the pole vault and the weight 
throwing and discus throwing events will 
be contested. On Sunday the finals of 
these events will take place, except those 
in which American college representatives 
will compete. On Monday the sixty me- 
| ters flat race, the 200 meters hurdle race, 
the hop-step-and-jump contest and the 
4,000 meters steéplechase will be held. 
On Thursday the Marathon race will be 
run, and on the Sunday following the 
5,000 meters relay race will take place. 
In this thirteen nations will participate. 
Of those America has by far the largest 
number of entries. Germany has 11; 
England 8; Australia 1; Austria 9; Den- 
mark 4; France 19; Greece 2; Hungary 
1; Ireland 2; Italy , and Sweden 3.

It is always the privilege of selfish- 
ness to individualize. If the individual 
could once be lost sight of the people 
might have a chance. 

The franchise is one of the greatest 
boons of the people, as well as one of 
the prizes most sought for by individ- 
uals. The word itself has passed out of 
meaning, until now it has become 
something quite different from what it 
used to be. The only legitimate rem- 
nant of the original franchise is the old 
beggar-woman who has received per- 
mission to hold out her hand at a cer- 
tain street corner. For police purposes, 
these freedoms “had to be regulated, 
so that two beggars might not quarrel 
over the same stand, and the apple- 
woman would not run afoul of the pie- 
woman. The unimportance of these 
freedoms remitted them to the routine 
of police work, and the people lost all 
interest in their bestowal. A penny to 
the outstretched hand and there was 
an end of it! 

Gradually it has become apparent 
that there was developing a good deal 
of method in the doling out of free- 
doms, and that the outstretcheq hand 
wag not always that of a mendicant,. 
The hairy hand of Esau was simulated 


% _ by the fraudulent presentation of Ja- 


cob, Under the guise of freedoms, or 
privileges, were being given away sub- 
stantial values, which could have been 
converted into cash in the city treas- 
ury, but which, instead, went as incre- 
ment into the pockets of private indi- 
viduals, This individual! was always 
hard to locate. He was one and several, 
as the case might be, but he was al- 
ways the Individual.

Mr. Hoar and the Well Beloved. 

A correspondent who seems to be in- 
terested in the gradual decay of Sena- 
tor Hoar’s conscience, writes to ask if 
we cannot quote something from the 
venerable politician which will empha- 
size, and as it were, explain the com- 
ments we have made on his course. 

In complying with the desire of our 
correspondent, we must be permitted 
to remark that The Constitution has 
no partisan feeling against Senator 
Hoar. He is perhaps no more responsi- 
ble for his peculiar attitude than he is 
for the time and place of his birth. 
Were he an ordinary man, we should 
not be interested in his views. With 
Mr. Hoar, the individual, we have 
nothing to do; it is his privilege to 
change his opinion forty times a day 
if he so desires. But with Senator 
Hoar, the leader and representative of 
New England, the case is different. 
When the leader changes his mind and 
determines to support a policy which 
he has denounced as a crime, he is ex- 
pected to give an account of himself. 
This the senator has done. and it is 
with-this account The Constitution has 
to do, and not with Mr. Hoar’s record 
as a republican party. That is to say, 
we are not interested in his party affil- 
iations, but in the excuse which he 
gives for supporting a policy which he 
has been bitterly denouncing. 

The senator, on making up his mind 
to support imperialism, felt that an ex- 
planation was due his constituents, es- 
pecially those who had been led by his 
perfervid rhetoric to believe that he 
was really opposed to imperialism and 
to the system of colonial vassalage 
which has been imposed on the confid- 
ing inhabitants of Porto Rico. The op- 
portunity for that explanation came to 
him at Marshfield, Mass., on the 7th 
instant, and he was prompt to take ad- 
vantage of it. Referring to McKinley 
and Roosevelt, Mr. Hoar said: “They 
have made their mistakes and they 
have their shortcomings, as all other 
men in public life make mistakes and 
have shortcomings; but in my opinion, 
they have meant to do right in the 
past.” In addition to this Mr. Hoar 
insiste@d that Mr. McKinley “is the best 
beloved president that ever sat in the 
chair of Washington.” 

Here, it will be noted, are two re- 
markable reasons why Mr. Hoar has 
changed his mind, or rather, why he 
is content to indorse imperialism, with 
its system of colonial vassalage. First, 
the republican candidates “have meant 
to doe right in the past,’ and second, 
“Mr. McKinley is the best beloved 


president that ever sat in the chair of 


Washington.” According to this, a 
man may be guilty of any folly, may 
commit any crime against the people 
and against popular liberty and still be 
worthy of confidence and support if he 
has meant to do right in the past, 
More than this, it matters little what 
course he takes if it may be surmised 
of him that he belongs to the class 
known to the romantic writers as “the 
well beloved.” 

These, however, may be described as 
simply, preparatory reasons why Mr. 
Hoar is now and will hereafter be en- 
gaged in supporting a policy which his 
conscience has told him is a crime 
against liberty. The real reason why 
Mr. Hoar is now supporting the poli- 
ey of imperialism and colonial vassat- 
age is the fact that Mr. Bryan urged 
the ratification of. the treaty of peace. 
Here are the words of the Massachu- 
setts senator addressed to his Marsh- 
field audience: 


I think I do Mr. Bryan no great injustice 
when ‘I say that he took that course 
which brought upon us the war in the 
Philippine islands, the destruction of the 
life and health .of 4,000 or. 5,000 American 
soldiers and .of probably ten times that 
number of the people ofthe islands, sim- 
ply to keep the question for an issue for 
the coming campaign. I am to take my 
choice today, and my choice must. be 
taken between the man who was respon- 
sible for that treaty believing it was 
right and the man who was responsible 
for that treaty knowing that it was 
wrong. 

This, then, is the moving cause of 
Mr. Hoar’s purpose to support a policy 
which he has denounced as a crime 
against liberty. Mr. Bryan favored the 
ratification of the treaty, which Mr. 
McKinley had caused to be negotiated, 
which Mr. McKinley had signed and 
which Mr. McKinley most strenuously 
urged upon the senate; therefore, Mr. 
Bryan is responsible for the war in 
the Philippine islands, the destruction 
of the life and health of four or five 
thousand American soldiers and of 
probably ten times that number of 
the people of the islands.

De- 
nouncing most bitterly what it con- 
ceives to be wrong, it finally takes the 
first opportunity to indorse what it 
had denounced, and proceeds to give 
‘an active and enthusiastic support, 
bringing forward as an excuse and ex- 
planation arguments that would dis- 
credit the experience and intelligence 
of a schoolboy.

Taylor’s Bogus Pardons. 

That was a common sense decision 
renderéd by Judge Cantrill in refusing 
to recognize pardons issued by Mr, 
Taylor, of Kentucky. 

While the pardon power should be 
vested in the governor of a state, there 
should be some method by which the 
propriety of its issue should be made 
clear. If @ governor should develop 
lunacy, it should not be claimed that 
his erratic pardon of an entire peniten- 
tiary should be recognized. There have 
been cases in which governors have 
been dangerously close to the 
crimes against the punishment of 
which they furnished the shield. Cer- 
tainly, a pardon should be issued open- 
ly and above board, and be so noto- 
riously of record that all men might 
understand it, and it Is hard to con- 
ceive of how a pardon, issued in secret, 
and sometimes in advance of the 
crime, could be defended. 

The action of Mr-~Taylor, in Ken- 
tucky, was peculiarly atrocious. Seiz- 
ing the power of state as against every 
other organized agency, he set himself 
up in armed opposition to courts of 
competent jurisdiction. He surrounded 
himself by murderous and irresponsi- 
ble thugs, placing alleged pardons in 
their pockets for any crimes they 
might commit. Emboldened by this 
supposed immunity from responsibility 
for their acts, these men entered upon 
a career of lawlessness, culminating in 
the open murder of the democratic 
leader. 

In due time this revolution against 
the authority of the state was crushed, 
and every court of state and nation up 
fo the Uniteq States supreme court it- 
self decided against the pretensions of 
Taylor. To present a pardon from such 
a man in bar of punishment for crime 
was brazen, and deserved the denun- 
ciation of the judge.

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The Paramount Issue. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of cer- 
tain people at interest to place the 
academie above the practical questions 
of the campaign, the people themselves 
are doing a little of the assorting. 

Speaking of this tendency the vete- 
ran independent editor, Colonel A. K. 
McClure, says: 

Four vears ago no question could be 
permitted by the intelligent voters of the 
country to be paramount to that of main- 
taining or revolutionizing cur financial 
policy; but that issue has been settled by 
the soverzign power of the nation. and 
no verdict in the present nationa] contest 
can in any Gegree affect it. Politica] lead- 
ers will harp on old issues but the intel- 
ligence ‘of the sovereign power of the 
country. will keep steadily in view the 
new and greater questions which are so 
cistinctly presented for the solemn judg- 
ment of the republic. They are the ques- 
tions of an imperial policy that is an ab- 
solute revolutionary departure from the 
eorner stones of our free institutions, and 
an equally imperial business policy con- 
eentrating the power of regulating the 
cost of the necessaries of life in organized 
monopolies. These questions will grow in 
interest every day as the campaign pro- 
gresses, while the issues of the past, no 
matter how galvanized in party platforms, 
will be relegated to forgetfulness. It will 
be one of the most earnest conflicts this 
country’ has ever witnessed since it was 
convulsed by civil war, and the party 
that is mest honest with the people will 
have the vantage ground on the home- 
stretch. Above all let party leaders wban- 
don the theory of playing the people for 
fools, : 

The fact that Mr. Bryan did not per- 
mit himself to be “Quigged” either in 
committee or in convention, gives him 
that leverage before the people which 
always goes to the man who is true to 
himself. Mr. Bryan ran on a free-silver 
platform four years ago, and did not 
sneak away from it, while Mr. McKin- 
ley voted in congress for free silver, 
and did sneak away from his own ac- 
tion. Therefore, “Quiggism” is no new 
thing to Mr. McKinley, while to Mr. 
Bryan it is an abomination. 

The democratic candidate, as well as 
the democratic platform, abandoning 
no former expression of opinion, stands 
now upon the paramount issue of to- 
day, while the sappers and miners who 
have been doing outpost duty for Mr. 
Hanna may run back into their holes. 
Their action has been fully discounted 
and will surprise nobody.

A recent issue of the Vaterland, the 
léading Catholic paper in Vienna, con- 
tains a communication from Bishop An- 
zer and in this article. he is quoted re- 
garding the boxer movement, and his 
views, @ portion of which are here repro- 
duced, seems to throw some light on 
the situation in China. : 

“The whole boxer movement,’ sald the 
bishop, “arose a short time after the 
seizure of Kiao-Chou, Port Arthur and 
Wei-Hai-Wei. The cessian of these 
three important centers produred perplex- 
ity among “thé Chinese people and this 
impression was stfll more marked tn gov- 
ernment cireles in Pekin. During the first 
six or seven months the efforts of the 
Chinese authorities were directed. toward 
avoiding all difficulties, as they knew 
what might be expected from the Euro- 
pean gdvernments. But in course of time 
a reaction set in, which ‘was only natu- 
ral and conceivable. That reaction did 
not, however, proceed from the people, 
but from the Chinese offictals.. It originat- 
ed in Shan-Tung and Pekin. A viceroy 
named Yuhien wag sent to Shan-Tung to 
promote it: I know him well. He former- 
ly tried to approach the Catholics, but 
I had to be cautious in dealing with him. 
He now endeavored to promote an out- 
break in Shan-Tung against roretgners, 
and called upon the loca) officials to take 
action against the Europeans. They had 
no alternative but to comply and incited 
the people to. follow thelr example. Yet 
the latter did not openly riot. The sect of 
the ‘Great Knife,’ as they style them- 
selves, were then appealed to. * * * 
Members of that sect murdered two Ger- 
man missionaries. They afterwards 
promised my apostolic yicar, while. on 
a mission toyr, never to molest us again. 
Stx months tater the gévernor arrived 
and urged them to proceed against for- 
eigners, but they turned a deaf ear to 
him. The governor was then obliged to 
summon membets of the sect from neigh- 
boring provinces fn order to organize dis- 
turbances. 

“At that time, which was during last 
May, Jwne and July, I called the atten- 
tion of the German Jegation in Pekin, as 
also of the Chinese government them- 
selves, to the existing danger. I told 
them that the sect in question would 
eventually turn against the dynasty. 
Their leader already regards himsetf as 
the emperor of China. No notice was 
taken of my warning and what we Cath- 
olic missionaries foretold has now hap- 
pened. So far away from China and from 
the seat of the present events their im- 
portance cannot be accurately estimated. 

“But the powers must persist and man- 
ffest their determination, If they are 
satisfied with mere assurances they will 
once more be deceived and worse may 
be expected in the future. Everything de- 
pends on the skill displayed by the Euro- 
pean representatives.. According to my 
experience and. profound conviction, the 
position of affairs for al} Europe is this: 
China ts in a phase of transformation 
when great revolts &nd disturbances oc- 
cur as a matter of course. It is on the 
eve of political, economic, social and re- 
gious changes.”’

The placing of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville stock upon a regular 4 per cent basis, 
which action was taken by the directors 
this week, disposes of one dividend pues- 
tion which hag recently agitated the spec- 
ulative contingent in Wall street. Accord- 
ing to the annual report of the company 
for the year ending June 30th, which was 
made public at the meeting, the earnings 
were large enough to warrant. the action 
taken on the dividend question. In this re- 
port actual earnings were given for éleven 
months of the year. while the June net 
figures were estimated. The dividend of 
2°per cent for the last six months i pay- 
able on August 10th. The last distribution 
was 1% per cent regular and % per cent 
extra. The gross earnings of the road for 
the year were $27,751,067, an increase of 
$3,955,582. and net earnings $8,983,526, an in- 
crease of $955.628. The surplus after deduct- 


|} ing fixed’ charges, etc., was $3,469,767, an 


increase of $842,867. Dividends amounting 
to_ $2,112,000 were paid, which was $264,000 
more than last year, stfll leaving, how- 
ever, a surplus balance of $1,357,767, an In- 
crease of $578,867. -A greater portion of the 
profitable business of the road last. year 
came from the unusual activity in the coal 
and fron tndustry. Although thig is fall- 
ing off somewhat now, there are many in- 
diteations of increasing business in the 
rear future. Ldguisville and Nashpille 
while carrying a great deal of cotton, does 
not depend upon that staple for its prin- 
cipal traffic, hence the unfavorable crop 
outlook will not interfere matertally with 
its earnings.

Announcements come from the western 
railroads that they will no longer make 
general Labor Day cheap rates. It has 
deen the custom in the past to grant one 
fare for the round trip, but the lines 
which bave been making such concessions 
have come to the conclusion that there is 
no money in the business, They say the 
greater portion of travel’ on Labor Day 
comes to them any way, and that the 
cheap rates do not attract @ very large 
crowd. 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 12—A macbinist 
employed in the Lonsdale shops of the 
Southern railway in this city is authority 
for the statement that the machinists in 
all the Southern’s shops may strike if the 
company fails to grant certain concessions 
asked. The mrchinists want. an increase 
of 5 per cent ii their wage seale, a nine 
hour day, instead of ten hours, as at 
present; the regulation of work for 
“handy men’ in their shops and the |imi- 
tation of am apprentice to five machinists. 
Tomorrow, July 13th, hag been fixed as 
the date when an answer mast be made 
by the management. If the demands are 
not granted, he says, a vote will be 
taken on a strike. 

Superintendent C. L, Ewing, of the 
Knoxville division, has gone to Washing- 
ton, and it ig reported here he is there 
to confer with officials relative to this 
machinists trouble; alsg relative to de- 
mands which have been made by other 
departments in the shops here. 

About Ji00 men have been laid off re- 
cently at these shops, the. claim being 
made that there {s no work for them. 
This, it is believed by some, may intensify 
the machinists’ disposition to _ strike, 
though no machinists were laid off. 

The shops said to be in the movement 
for higher wages and other concessions 
are at Knoxville, Salisbury, N. C.; Colum- 
bia, S. C.; Atlanta, Memphis and Alex- 
andria, Va. About 100 machinists, appren- 
tices and helpers are employed here. A 
two-thirds vote of the union machinists 
in all these shops will be sufficient to 
order a strike. 


One of the rumors current in upper rail- 
road circles is that M. E. Ingalls, presi- 
dent of the Big Four, will be made a 
member of the advisory board of the New 
York Central interests and that W. H. 
McDoel, president of the Monon, will also 
be president of the Big Four lines. That 
some important change is contemplated is 
generally understood. 

Passenger Officials are often quite sur- 
prised over the abusé that clerxymeu 
make of their privileges and this led to 
action that has been a subject of euriti- 
cism. In speaking of this a general pas- 
senger agent says: ‘‘Half rates are grant- 
ed to clergymen and other persons en- 
gazed exclusively In missionary and re- 
ligious work purely as an act of kindness 
and charity, and not for advertising pur- 
poses.

Western roads are making an effort to 
adopt some uniform rules regarding ad- 
vertising and to, in @ measure at least, 
do away with what they term “oebjection- 
able advertising.”” A committee of five, 
of which John Sebastian, of the Rock 
Island, is chairman, met in St. Louts yes- 
.terday for the purpose. of considering the 
question. It was generally admitted 
that any agreement which the roads 
might make to maintain rates would nut 
be entirely effective until this class of 
advertising was done away with. It is # 
common practice for raliroad officials to 
pay for advertisements in certain publiea- 
tions with the tacit understanding that 
certain traffic will be given to the road 
giving the “ad.” The fact that some road 
gets a large consignment of business from 
a point where other roads run ig often 
directly traced to a few dollars “‘judi- 
ciously expended in advertising,” as the 
matter is commonly put. While this sort 
of advertising is objectionwtable and ap- 
proaches blackmail in many cases, the 
members of the committee were puzzled 
to devise a plan which would put a stop 
to tt. The best that can be hoped is a par- 
tial reform.

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Members of the Allanta Police

Prisoners Are Sent to the Hospital 
for Treatment. 


pp, WARDON MAKES A STATEMENT 


Says No Complaints Have Been Made 
to Him—Dr. Brewster Out of 
the City—What the Po- 
lice Have To 
Say. 


Officers !n the police department have 
made complaint against the Grady hos- 
pital for releasing patients who were sent 
there with instructions to hold for the po- 
lice until well enough to be taken into 


court, 

These complaints have been made off 
and on for several months and the offi- 
cons state persons wanted for state of- 
fenses have been allowed to escape be- 
cause the hospital authorities have not 
notified the officers at the police barracks 
that such persons had recovered. 

Two recent cases were cited yesterday 
when complaint was made. 

The hospital does not deny that the 
persons named in the complaints were 
turned out. but it is stated that the noti- 
fications were not made in the proper 
way. 

Dr. Brewster. the superintendent of the 
hospital, is out of the city. Dr, Hardon 
gave out a statement from the hospital 
last night in which he says he is the 
person who should be notified when pa- 
tients are wanted by the police authori- 
ties. He savs that there is no way pro- 
vided by which a reeord can be kept 
of cases under the surveilance of the po- 


lice. 

The matter started yesterday afternoon 
when Officer Chandler made a formal 
complaint to Captain Thompson at the 
police barracks. He said a negro, who 
was wanted for an assault with intent 
to murder, and who had to be treated in 
the hospital for a wound, was turned out 
before the hospital had notified the police 
and when Dr. Brewster had been commu- 
nicated with about the matter several 


times.

Two Cases Are Cited. 

Officer Chandler made the following 
statement: 

“Some weeks ago Julftus Taylor, a ne- 
gro, attempted to knife J. B. Barnes, an- 
other negro, and Barnes shot him. I 
made cases against both parties. Taylor 
was. in my opinion, to blame, and [ in- 
tended to prosecute him for an assault 
with intent to murder. He was so badly 
wounded that I had him sent to the 
Grady hospital. I telephoned Dr. Brews- 
ter and told him the facts. J] waited awhile 
and again telephoned the doctor that I 
wanted to know when Taylor would be 
well enough to be transferred to the city 
prison, I did this three or four times 
and Dr. Brewster seemed to be a Iittle 
vexed at my persistence. Yesterday I 
telephoned for the last time and Dr. 
Brewster stated that Taylor was doing 
Very well. Today I learned that Taylor 
had been discharged from the hospital 
Several days.’’ 

Officer Covington made the following 
statement: 

“I arrested John Gibson, a negro, who 
assaulted me and I had to use my club. 
Gibson had beat his wife. This occurred 
two months ago. The negro had to be 
sent to the hospital, as my club had hit 
him in the eye, making a very serious 
wound. The hospital! was notified that 
Gibson was wanted by the police as soon 
as he recovered. The next thing 1 knew 
he was out and hunting up a lawyer to 
Sue the city.”’ 


Statement from Dr. Hardon.

Well Known Business Man Expires 
of His Injaries. 


WAS HURT LAST SATURDAY 


He Attempted To Save Sentry Mc- 
Cloud from Being Infured. 


IN DO SO FELL FROM MOVING TRAIN 


For Several the Condition of 
Captain Bro Was Precarious. 
He Expired Last Night. 


Captain George 8S. Brown, commissary 
of the Fifth regiment, who was injured 
last Saturday night near Locust Grove 
while en route with the command to Cum- 
berland island, died last night at the 
Grady hospital. 

Captain Brown was hurt while attempt- 
ing to save the life of Sentry McCloud, 
a private in the regiment. The sentry had 
been statfoned on one of the platforms 
to keep the members of the command in 
the car. Captain Brown, while passing 


sentry, who saluted. At that moment the 
train rounded the curve, which occurs 
in the Southern’s track just below Locust 
Grove. and the sentry lost his balance. 

Captain Brown made a grab for Mc- 
Cloud. but the sentry was too heavy for 
him, and both fell from the moving train. 
They were found in a ditch and were 
taken back to Locust Grove, where Cap- 
tain Brown, accompanied by Lieutenant 
Frank Hadley, caught the Sunday morn- 
ing train for Atlanta. The sentry was 
practically uninjurtd and oontinued on the 
trip. 

From Sunday morning until the time 
of his death Captain Brown was at the 
Grady hospital. It was thought during 
the first few days that he was suffering 
only from a few cuts and bruises, painful 
in the extreme, but not dangerous. Tues- 
day, however, the physicians announced 
to Colonel Park Woodward, the com- 
mander of the regiment, who was a con- 
stant caller-at the hospital, that the con- 
dition of Captain Brown was serious. 

After that he continued to grow worse 
and the end was not unexpected, since 


he had been unconscious during a consid- 
erable portion of Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. 

Mrs. Brown was with him at the time 
of his death, having been a constant 
watcher from the time he reached At- 
lanta, 

A Popular Atlantian. 

Captain Brown was one of the most pop- 
ular men in Atlanta and was also one 
of the must successful business men of 
this city. He was born in Brooklyn, N. 
Y., forty-six years ago. He first came 
to Atlanta about 1875, having made this 
his home to represent a large supply 
house of the north. 

Later he accepted a position with the 
Beck & Gregg Hardware Company, and 
remained with that firm until he formed 
a partnership with Barranton King, the 
company having been known as_ the 
Brown & King Suppy Company. This 
company failed about four years ago and 
Captain Brown was appointed receiver. 
After having wound up the business of 
the firm he entered business with George 
W. Parrott, organizing the Brown Sup- 
Ply Company. This business was sold 
by its owners about three weeks ago, and 
at the time of his death Captain Brown 
was preparing for another venutre in 
the mill supply business. 

He was a member of Barnes lodge of 
Odg Fellows, of Capital lodge of Knights 
of Pythias, a blue lodge Mason, a member 
of the hecuse committee of the. Fultcé. 
Club and a prominent member of the 
Cave Springs ’Cue Club. 

He is survived by his wife, who was 
formerly Miss Pauline Schneider, of 
Brooklyn, and three sons, Howard, aged 
twelve years; Ralph, aged eight years, 
and Edward, aged three years. 

The funeral arrangements have not been 
made, but it is probable that the inter- 
ment will occur Saturday. His body will 
rest in Oakland cemetery, beside those 
ef four of his children, one girl and three 
boys. 

Captain Brown held two insurance poli- 
cies, one for $5,000 in the Aetna Accident 
Company and the other for $5,000 in the 
United States Mutual Life, 

His death will occasion deep regret in 
Atlanta, as he was personally very pop- 
ular, both for his splendid character and 
his genial disposition.

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RGIA COTTON MAY HAVE 
BEEN SERIOUSLY INJURED 


In his July report of farming condi- 


| tions in Georgia, Commissioner of Agri- 


culture O. B. Stevens announces that 
the outlook for the cotton crop is by no 
means encouraging. While fruit was in- 
jured to a material degree as a result 
of constant rains in June, it develops 
that the injury to cotton is far greater 
and at the same time of much more 
importance to the farming classes. The 
July report of the state agricultural de- 
partment issued yesterday has the follow- 
ing to say regarding cotton and the 
fruit crop: 


“The cotton reports are far from en- 
couraging. In the first place, the cold 
and hackward spring retarded the early 
growth of the plant to such a degree 
that in some sections the cotton had not 
been worked out before the June rains 
set in. 

“July opened up with a promise of con- 
tinued rain, but has, fortunately, changed 
to clear and warm weather. But June 
had left the cotton fields green with 
grass and weeds that must be cleared 
out within the next ten days if we would 
make a fair crop. Judgment and energy 
must now be brougnt into play. Both 
man and beast have had a long rest, 
enforced though it was. Now every mo- 
ment must be utilized to e best ad- 
vantage. If you cannot clean out all 
your crop, work your best lands first. 
With ten days of sunshine and judicious 
work from early dawn till late at night 
a mighty change may be wrought, and, 
notwithstanding the gloomy outlook, a 
fairly good crop of cotton may be made 
in Georgia. 

“Extra work must be done now to 
make up for the time lost in June. 
Though the month of July in ordinary

Remember that evapo- 
rated fruit commands higher prices than 
the sun-dried. For sun-drying the best 
cheap dryer is made by using a frame 
of light strips of plank one inch thick 
by two inches wide: Let the frames be 
six feet by three feet, covered with 
white cloth. These frames will cost but 

a trifle and are much better every way 

than boards or plank. 

“Sweet potato slips set ouf by the 
middle of the month make good potatoes 
for winter and spring use. They also 
keep well, and aps better than those 
planted earlier. Open hole, insert slip, 
and place just enough to cover the roots, 
pour in a teacup of water and fill hole 
with loose dirt, but don’t press it to 
the plant. Then draw the earth up 
around them to retain moisture and keep 
heat of sun from the roots. 

“nutabagas should be sown this month 
in well prepared soll. Plow and harrow 
and harrow and Rew and rake until 
the land is in tine tilth. The turnips needs 
nitrogen, potash and phosphorit acid. 
Plow in a liberal quantity of lot manure 
and in planting put in the drills with 
the seed a small quantity of commercial 
fertilizer. Press the seed in bottom of 
shallow drills and cover lightly. Plant 
up to middle of August.

PLUMBING LAWS DISCUSSED 


Several Test Cases Were Made in the 
Recorder’s Court. 


AN UNDERSTANDING REACHED 


Burton Smith, of Board of Health, 
Writes to Recorder—Judge’s Con- 
struction of Ordinances. 


The sanitary department and the police 
are holding a joint caucus over plumbing 
matters in the city. Cases have been 
made in thse recorder’s court, and official 
communications have passed betwecm a 
member of the board of health and the 
recorder, 

Three days ago several cases were made 
against prominent firms for having plumb- 


ring work done by workmen who ‘had not 


been examined by the sanitary depart- 
ment and who were not furnished with 
a permit. 

Recorder Broyles dismissed all the cases, 
but decided that permits must be secured 
by plumbers before they could work in 
Atlanta, 

The qbestion wéich arose in the cases 
was whether or not every workman work- 
ing on plumbing should have a permit, 
or only the person superintending the 
job. It was claimed by the firms that a 
licens€éd plumber could boss a job and do 
first-class work with men under him who 
rad not been given a permit or who could 
not stand the necessary examination. 

This question was not fully decided. 

Yesterday morning Burton Smith, of the 
board of health, addressed the following 
communication to Recorder Broyles: 

Judge N. R. Broyles, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Judge: 
As I understand the construction you place 
upon the plumbing ordinance, it is this: That 
if the digging of the ditches and the laying 
of the sewer pipes is done under the supervis- 
ion, direction and approval of a licensed plumb- 
er it complies with the ordinance. That is 
the view which I myself take of it. I write 
you for the purpose of having a clear and 
accurate understanding so that we may direct 
the plumbing accordingly. Please let me know 
if I am correct, Very sincerely, 

_BURTON SMITH. 

Judge Broyles will reply to Mr. Smith's 
letter today. He stated to a reporter or 
The Constitution that he had construed 
the plumbing ordinance ag Mr. Smith in- 
dicated. 

Mr, Smith stated that the reason he 
wrote to Judge Broyles was to get the 
matter down in writing so as to have it 
clearly understood, 

“I desire to have the plumbing ordi- 
nance so understood,” said Mr. Smith, 
*“‘as to hereafter enforce the law proper- 
ly and not have eny misunderstand- 
ing with the plumbers. I think those 
engaged in the plumbing business in the 
city wish to do what is right. The board 
of health has found Judge Broyles; in 
his administration of health ordinances, 
a@ great assistance. He has always been 
clear and forcible, and with such a re- 
corder we have no trouble in carrying 
cut the laws regulating sanitary mat- 
tera.”

The immense amount of work done an- 
nually by the state printer shows the 
value of the contract which js let bien- 
nially.

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CONDITIONS FAVORABLE 
TO SOUTHERN CROPS 


The weekly crop report and ‘weather 
bulletin issued by the agricultural de- 
partment at Washington says the crop 
conditions are greatly improved and gives 
encouraging information. 

It follows: 

As a whole the week has been highly 
favorable in the districts east of the 
Rocky mountains. 
regions of the northwest have received

Corn has made rapid growth, and gen- 
erally is in fine condition in the states 
of the central valleys, although suffering 
for rain in portions of Missouri, Nebras- 
ka, Kansas, Uklahoma and Texas. In 
the east gulf states and portions of Ten- 
nessee much damage has been done on 
lowlands by rains of previous weeks. 

The weather conditions in the central 
valleys have been more favorable for 
harvesting, and winter wheat harvest 
is pearing completion in the more north- 
erly districts. Thraguing is in general 
progress, and yields, better than expect- 
ed, are reported from Kentucky, Ten~ 
nessee and Illinois. 

The general and abundant rains in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota have improved 
the outlook for late spring wheat, espe- 
cially in Minnesota and South Dakota. 
In North Dakota most of the crop has 
been too badly damaged to be revived, 
and some sections will not yield enough 
for seed, while others promise a partial

Too rapid growth is, however, reported 
from the central] districts, and some 
lowland fields haye been abandoned in 
Tennessee and Louisiana. In Texas the 
crop has made rapid growth, except in 
some parts of eastern Texas. 

The genera] condition of the tobacco 
crop is favorable, but rains would be 
beneficial in Maryland and portions of 
Virginia. An improvement is reported 
from Kentucky, where the crop has suf- 
fered from excessive rains of previous 
weeks. Cutting and curing are in prog- 
ress in the Carolinas. 

The outlook for apples continues prom- 
ising in New York and Pennsylvanta, and 
they are not falling so badby as previous- 
ly reported in Ohio, but generally 
throughout the Ohio and central Missis- 
sippi valleys, embracing an important 
part of the apple region, complaints of 
dropping continue a marked feature of 
the reports.

President Harry M. Fowler called the. 
first business session of the second day’s 
session of the Young People’s Christian 
Union of the Universalist church to order 
at 9:45 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Two services were held in the morning 
previous to the opening of the business 
session. The first one was held at 6 
o'clock and was conducted by Miss Abbie 
C. Trefethen, of Portiand, Moe. It was 
a “quiet hour’ meeting.. The topic for 
discussion was “The Still Small Voice.’ 
Notwithstanding. the hour nearly 100 of 
the delegates were present, and took part 
in the meeting. This service was follow- 
ed by a devotional service at 8:45 o'clock, 
led by Stanley Manning, of Illinois. His 
topic was, “Getting by Giving.” 

Shortly before 10 o'clock the conven- 
tion was organized and President Fowler 
delivered his annual address. Though he 
spoke without notes, his address was a& 
comprehensive history of the union qdur- 
ing the past year. He said that for the 
first time in. several years the organiza- 
tion was entfrely out of debt and’ had a 
balance in the treasury. The business 
methods of the ‘union had.been systema- 
tized and in other ways wonderfully im- 
proved, He also stated that the union 
had fulfilled its pledge to raise $4 for 
every one raised by the Atlanta church 
for erecting the: new structure on East 
Harris street in which the present meet- 
ings are being held, 

President Fowler, at the conclusion of 
his address, which was received with 
hearty applause, named the chairmen of

Following their appointment reports 
were received from the executive board, 
Secretary Cardall, “Treasurer Ames, 
Southern Missionary MéGilaufiin and Ten- 
nessee Missionary Hast. —

in @ prosperous condition. Treasurer 
Ames’s report showed a surplus of $177.79, 

Rev. W. H, *M6Glaviiin, pastor of the

church cost. 000. 

Rev, Charles East, the Tennessee mis- 
sionary, who is stationed at Harriman, 
told something of his work there. He 


reported a flattering owtlook for an in- 


crease in the membership of his church. 

Secretary Cardal! read a letter from G. 
I. Kern, the ynion’s missionary in Ja- 
pan, 

Mr. Kern requested the union to raise 
& sum of money to build a Universalist 
church in Japan. He said that sucha 
church was badly needed arfd if built 
would give a splendid impetus to the 
work now being prosecuted in the Flow- 
ery Kingdom. 

Birthday greetings Were telegraphed to 
Mrs. Mary Grace Canfield, who has 
charge of the work of the junior unions. 

A motion to send telegraphic greetings 
to the national association of Baptist 
Young People’s Union, in session at Cin- 
cinnati, precipitated a rather Hvely dis- 
cussion, 

Tt seems that on previous occasions the 
Universalists have wired greetings to the 
young Baptists ‘who were also in ses- 
sion. Neither of the telegrams were ac- 
knowledged or answered, Because of this 
slight some of the delegates yesterday 
were opposed to the idea of sending any 
more friendly messages, but the greet- 
ings were finally sent. One of the dele- 
gates expressed the thought of the con- 
vention when he said: ‘We can't afford 
to be narrow and prejudiced in our views 
just because some of the members of the 
Baptist Young People’s Union are.”

Crockett,. a paper hanger, who was 
charged with doing business without a 
Dr; Burt and Painter had soms 
words and the doctor Janded a. blow on 
Painter’s ribs. 

The recorder immediately arraigned 
the two for contempt of court and fined 
Painter $10.75 and Dr. Burt $5.75. 

License Inspector Hunter made a case 
against Crockett. Dr. Burt testified that 
Crockett did contract work for him 
which was to be paid for by dental work. 
Crockett, he said, was the only person 
known in the transaction and the Atlan- 
ta Paint and Glass Company refused to’ 
let Crockett have the wall paper because 
he had not paid them what he owed. 

Crockett contended that there had been 
a misunderstanding about the cost of the 
dental work. 

“Dr. Burt entered suit against me,” 
said Crockett, “and obtained judgment, 
I do not do contract work for myself.” 

Painter swore that Crockett worked for 
his company.’ 

“tT have a contractor's license,” stated 
Painter, ‘‘and I employ Crockett.” 

The recorder dismissed the case. 

As Painter and Dr. Burt were passing 
from the courtroom, the latter was seen 
to whirl around and strike Palnter in 
the breast, Both parties were brought 
back. ‘i @ : 

Dr. Burt said:)* 

“T remarked that I intended to sue 
Painter’s company for the bill Crockett 
owed mé@, and that ( was giad the re 
sponsibility was placed where it bélons- 
ed. Painter pemarked to me that he was 
sorry I had so little practice as to resort 
to such disreputable methods to get my 
money. That was an insult and I hit 
him. I will hit any man when. he insults 
me, no matter where he is.’’ 

Painter denied that he had used: the 
word ‘“‘disreputable,’’ and said he had 
only remarked that he was sorry the 
doctor had to use such means to get his 
money. 

The recorder said he could not permit 
such conduct in his court, and entered 
fines ag stated, making Painter pay 
double the amount of Dr. Burt.

T0 RETRY FAMOUS WILL CASE 


Supreme Court Reverses Decision on 
Thurman Will, 


Is IMPORTANT 


_—— 


Under Opinion Mrs. Thurman May 
Lose Her Claim—Merits of the 
Case Not Gone Into, 


THE OPINION 


A second attempt will now be made 
in the superior court to hold together the 
provisions of the Thurman will, which 
disposes of nearly $200,000 and which at- 
tracted unusual attention at the time 
it was admitted to probate. 

In an opinion handed down yesterday 
morning the supreme court reverses the 
decision of Judge Lumpkin, of the Ful- 
ton superior court, and grants new trial 


the provisions of the will were set aside. 
The testament of Dr. Thurman left only 
a portion of the estate of $200,000 to his 
wife and after providing for each of his 
brothers the will disposes of the bulk 
of the property after his wife’s death 
to his cousin, Mrs. Florence A. Under- 
wood, wife of Rev. M. L. Underwood, a 
Methodist ‘preacher. 

The ground on which Mrs. Thurman 
sought to break this w.il was tuat her 
husband at the time the testament was 
drawn up was not of sound and dispos- 
ing mind and further that undue influence 
had been exerted on him by the prin- 
cipal beneficiaries. 

The case was won by Mrs. Thurman 
in the lower court, but*®the opinion ren- 
dered yesterday by the court of last re- 
sort not only orders a new trial, but ad- 
vances reasons why such a will should 
stand. The supreme court gives as its 
opinion that when the attestation clause, 
as in the above named will, recites all 
the facts essential to its execution, a 
presumption arises that it was executed 
in the manner prescribed by law regard- 
less of the fact that one or more wit- 
nesses failed to remember the attending 
circumstances. 


Opinion Giving New Trial. 

The opinion of the supreme court which 
is of more than ordinary interest, is ag 
follows: 

Lumpkin, P, J.--J]. Grounds of objection to 
the probate of a paper propounded as a will 
are not, though separately set forth in the cave- 
at, ‘‘pleas,’’ In the sense in which this word is 
used in section 5330 of the civil code; and con- 
sequently it is not the right of the propounder 
to demand that if the verdict be one denying 
probate, it shall show upon which one or more 
of such grounds it is based. 

2. That the execution of an instrument pur- 
porting to be a will was procured by the exer- 
cise of undue Influence upon the alleged testator 
cannot be proved by his declarations made after 
he signed ‘the paper. 

3. When the attestation clause to sudh an in- 
strument recites all the facts essential to its 
due execution as a will, and it is shown that 
the alleged testator and those whose names 
appear thereon as witnesses actually affixed 
their signatures to the paper, &@ presumption 
arises that it was exccuted in the manner pre- 
scribed by law for the execution of wilis; and 
this is so though there may be on the part of 
one or more of the witnesses a total failure 
of memory as to some or all of the cireum- 
stances attending the execution. 

Judgment reversed. All concurring.

“Tf the allied forces could only get 
Prince Tuan’s army to singing the na- 
tional Chinese anthem.” said a student 
of the celestial problem yesterday,. ‘‘the 
victory would very likely rest with the 
foreigners;‘in short order.” 

This suggestion is one that carries con- 
siderable force, in view of the fact that 
it requires just twelve hours by the clock 
to render this Chinese ditty in proper 
style. The student af China quoted 
above is authority for the statement 
that Chinamen never sing their national 
hymn,.without notice ahead of time, thus 
allowing them an opportunity to notify 
their customers of what is about to hap- 
pen. It is customary to take a day off 
for the task, ascertaining beforehand 
that the vcice is in good working order, 
for it is evident that without a good 
‘voice this Chinese hymn is an impossible 
thing. 

In the midst of the rendition the pa- 
triotic Chinaman often forgets his sur- 
roundings and so absorbs himself in the 
tremendous task before him that the 
approach and departure of people goes 
A tip to this 
effect should be a valuable thing to the 
commanier of the allied fcrces, for if he 
could by any hook induce the boxers to 
begin their national anthem he could in 
the midst of*thKe signing sally forth and 
end the days of any number of them as 
he sees fit. 

The Chinese anthem in point of length 


conforms to many of the rites of the ' 


Chinese race. Most of the operas put on 
in that country occupy several days in 
being rendered and, in fact, the national 
hymn may be regarded as one of the 
shortest things a Chinaman can do. 


The recent trial of the new submarine 
wonder, Argonaut, the invention of Cap- 
tain Simon Lake, which was held in 
Long Island sound, has established the 
fact that the ‘Holland’ type of sub- 
marine boat is not the only one Itkely 
to prove of value for naval purposes. 

The Argonaut is constructed to move 
along on the bottom on rubber tired 
wheels like an automobile, and the ex- 
periment in Long Island sound shows 
that the plan is practicable, for Captain 
Lake descended with a party of thirteen 
guests on board and remained under wa- 
ter at a depth of thirty feet for over 
four hours. 


It was found that on smooth surfaces 


of the bottom good speed could be at- 
tained, but the point of greatest import- 
ance was that oxygen could be conserved 
in sufficient quantities’ to supply the 
needs of all on board while the Argonaut 
remained under water. Captain Lake 
demonstrated with success his plan for 
letting diver8 out of a door in the boat 
arranged for that ‘purpose, without let- 
ting the water in. Air pressure of twelve 
pounds to the square inch was required 
to keep the water back. 

The Argonaut ts fitted out with a suc- 
tion pump designed to raise sunken 
wreckage and the trip in Long Island 
sound demonstrated also that this feat- 
ure of the boat was a decided success. 

On reaching the surface of the water 
after their stay of four hours on the bot- 
tom, the passengers complained of noth- 
ing worse than a slight headache and 


declared they had a delightful trip. 


Captain Lake announced after the ex- 
periment thtat he was ready for a gow- 
ernment test if the officers felt enough 
interest in the Argonaut. |
